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GEN. HARNEY'S SECOND LETTER TO GOV. 
DOUGLAS. 

IiEAr^QnuTTEns, DlPARTlfEJn or Oregon, \ 
Kurt Vancouver, W. T„ Aug. It, 1859. J 
His Excellency. James Douglas, 0, 1!., 
Governor of Vancouver's Island and its 
dependencies, Vice Admiral of the same, 
etc — 

• ' Slit: I have the honor to acknowledge 
the receipt of your communication of the 
13th inst., whioh cume to me bv mail this 
morning. Tlie copy of Mr. Marey's de- 
spatch of the 17th July, 1855, to ller Ma- 
jesty's Minister at Washington, stated in 
your communication to he enclosed, was 
not received. This, I presume, wus tin ac- 
cidental omission in the transmission of 
your letter. 

It was with pleasure I received from 
your Excellency a prompt disavowal of any 
intention on the part of the British author- 
ities of Vancouver's Island to commit any 
aggressions upon the rights of American 
citizens residing on San Juan Island, and 
I desire to communicate to you that I shall 
forward this despatch by the first opportu- 
nity to the President of tlio United States, 
to enable him to consider it in connexion 
with all the facts duly reported to him, at- 
tending the occupation of San Juan Island 
by a portion of tlio troops under my com- 
mand,. 

Your Excellency has boon pleased to ex- 
press how anxious you have ever been to 
co-operate with the officers of the United 
States'government in any ineasuro which 
might be mutually beneficial to the citizens 
of the two countries, and your regret is sig- 
nified that communication with you on the 
subject of the occupation of San Juan Is- 
land had not been sought during my lato 
agreeable visit to your Excellency at Vic- 
toria. 

I beg to offer in reply, that I havo cordi- 
ally reciprocated the sentiments of friend- 
ship and good will you have manifested to- 
wards American interests from the period 
of my service with this command. In that 
time, I have on two different occasions, no- 
tified the government of the United States 
of your acts affecting our citizens in terms 
of commendation and praise, as assurances 
6f, a proper appreciation of fcho confidence 
reposed by my government in that of her 
Majesty. On my late visit to Victoria, I 
was without knowledge that any occurrence 
had taken place on San .loan Island to out- 
rage the feelings of its inhabitants, else 
1 should then have informed your Excellen- 
cy what I conceived it became incumbent 
for mo to do under such circumstances. 

The explanation .which your Excellency 
has advanced, while it serves to remove the 
impression at first created of a direct action 



on the part of the British authorities of 
Vancouver's Island in the recent occurren- 
ces on San Juan Island against the rights 
of our citizens, does not expose any evi- 
dence of'a preventive nature to a repetition 
of the acts which have caused so serious 
misunderstanding in the minds of the 
American people on San Juan Island, nor 
has the course which events have taken 
since the occupation of the Island by the 
troops of my command, been of such char- 
acter as to reassure these people, could the 
contents of your dispatch be announced to 
them. 

From what 1ms taken place I do not feel 
myself qualified to withdraw the present 
command from San Juan Island, until the 
pleasure of the President of the United 
States has been made known on the sub- 
ject. 1 can however frankly assure your 
Excellency that tlio same motives which 
havo induced mo to listen to the appeals of 
my own countrymen, will bo exerted in 
causing the rights of ller Majesty's sub- 
jects on San Juan to bo held inviolate.

The Great Balloon Voyage. — Mr. John 
Wise, says the Albany Argus, the celebra- 
ted iBronaut, reports that from St. Louis to 
Medina, Orleans county, from which the 
last telegraphic despatch concerning the 
balloon was received, the voyage was high- 
ly successful, the balloon working to the 
entire satisfaction, and justifying the hopes 
with which they had set out, that they 
would be able to reach the sea-board. At 
this point however they found that they 
were somewhat out of their course, and 
could not possibly reach New York, being 
too far north, anil therefore determined to 
proceed to Boston or Portland. 

Before taking that direction, it was con- 
eluded to land at Rochester and drop Messrs. 
(iago and Hyde, and then proceed on their 
journey eastward. In carrying out this in- 
tention, they dropped down gradually, and 
finally struck it hurricane perfectly fright- 
ful in force, which hurried them along at 
terriffic speed towards Lake Ontario. They 
were driven down to the vory surface of the 
water, where the balloon was lightened in 
every possible way, carried with frightful 
snood and violenco toward the shore and 
through a piece of woods, in which they 
finally managed to land. This was in Hen- 
derson township, Jefferson county. 

The entire distance travelled was cloven 
hundred and fifty miles in nineteen hours 
and fifteen minutes. 

One of the marked incidents of the voyagO 
was an oversight which camo near proving 
disastrous to Mr. Wise. He was in the 
wicker basket, and being overcome with 
fatigue, laid down and fell asleep. The rest 
of the party were in the boat below, It 
being necessary to advise with him on some 
points as to the course of the balloon, they 
called to Mr. W. several times, but receiv- 
ing no response, Mr. Gage wont to him by 
climbing up tho ropes, and found him 
breathing spasmodically from the effects of 
escaping gas which was slowly suffocating 
him, lie was immediately aroused by Mr. 
G. and soon recovered his sense. 

Tho greatest altitude attained was two 
miles. Mr. W, litis entire confidence in the 
success of the undertaking, and expresses 
a determination to make another experi- 
mental voynge as soon as the balloon can bo 
repaired. He has no doubt that a voy- 
age can be niado by her to Europe, in one 
fourth the time that is now made by the 
steamers.

THE ELECTIVE FRANCHISE 

Each branch of tho Legislature agrees 
with tlx! country that thoro i« an absoluto 
necessity for an oxtcnsion of tho Franchise 
Tho prima objoot of-ttn oxtcnsion is to learn 
tho exact wi ihoa of tho country. No dif- 
ference of opinion then existing between tho 
govornmont and the people as to the object 
and necessity of extension, —the questions 
arise, whether tho Legislature will enact 
nucha bill as will meet the views oftbo 
country! Whether it will keep strictly in 
view the object, or enact :v law for party 
purposes, to keep party distinctions alive? 
The conservative find substantial portion of 
the community deprecate anything like 



rent or occupy property for three months 
prior to election it is amply sufficient, they 
having boon in the country six months pre- 
viously, [ri fact we can see no dangor to 
the country by allowing these classes to 
vote as .soon as they arc qualified by rental. 
Our sympathies go with the men who add 
to tho wealth of the country ; ami we ore 
opposed tu giving a more consumer greater 
privileges than a producer. If we can in- 
duce men to biro farms, houses, or stores, 
ami make their homes amongst us, by ex- 
tending to them political privileges, wo are 
blind to our own interests, if we do not. do 
it. It makes them take a deepor interest 
in tho country; and makes them fool that 
they lire men, and that they have a public 
duty to perform. 

The electors who are qualified by posses- 
sing twenty acres and upwards of land, or 
an estate worth £100, must have held pos- 
session of the property for six months prior 
to election. This is one of tho greatest 
wrongs tho bill would inflict. It would 
render the most substantial class in the 
country inferior to graduates, doctors, and

commnnity is too small to draw party lines. 
The reforms and measures necessary to 
give our institutions a fixed and settled 
form, and promote tho prosperity of the 
country are BO apparent, and the feeling so 
general for their adoption, that it may be 
said with truthfulness, that there is but 
one party in the country, if we oxcopt an 
interested few. With the wish then to 
avoid in ore party strife without a difference 
of principles, it is desirable that, the Elec- 
tive Franchise should be so extended — 
though ahioasuiQof tardy justice — as will 
secure a full, lair, and honest expression of 
the feeling of tho pountry at tho polls If 
tin; Council Franchise liill is not shorn of 
its objectionable features which arc calcu- 
lated to curtail tho full expression of public 
feeling, the country will ho involved in a 
party struggle, — the results of -which can- 
not but do injury, It must be borne in 
mind that the coining Assembly will either 
advance tho country or retard its progress 
for years, Such a probable fatality as the 
latter, should forcibly remind (lie Legisla- 
ture that tho country expects u just and 
equitable Franchise, — entirely free from all 
electioneering tactics, — and ono which will 
extend a substantial degree of liberty 
to tho country to choose those whom it 
considers cap best work, and best carry out 
its views, to secure harmony and unity of 
action, for tho good of the commonwealth. 

A diversified instead of uniform qualifi- 
cation for electors scorns at present to be a 
fixed object of the Legislature. With the 
exception of lawyers, physicians, and grad- 
uates, all other electors aro to have a prop- 
erty qualification, Tho only equality be- 
tween diplomas and property is that the 
holder of each shall ho six months in the 
country before he votes. There is, however, 
a marked and unjust difference between 
their qualifications in other respects. The 
The lawyer, physician, or graduate brings 
bis parchment in his pocket. He has his 
qualification, except time, tho moment ho 
sots foot shore. The farmer, the mechan- 
ic, trader, or gentleman, besides being 
compelled to bo an equal time in the coun- 
try with them, lire required, if qualified by 
rental, to rent real estate for J 2 months 
prior to election. This we hold to bo rank 
injustice. Shall the merchant, mechanic, 
or farmer bo treated as inferior, — as of les: 
value to society,— ;is being more unfit to 
use the Franchise, -than machine-made law 
vers, doctors, and graduates '.' We say no 
It is on that class we depend; and to them 
should be extended greater privileges, if 
to any. The merchant who morpasos our 
property by adding SJ.,000 Or 85,000 to the 
wealth of tie- country ; the lucchanio who 
flnriohes the country daily by his labor 
jlui fanner who acts as a pioneer, and ren

who wished to have a stake in the country 
to have an opportunity to .select it. It a 
capitalist six months prior to election 
landed with £1000, except he bought a free- 
hold that very day he would have no vote: 
whilst a doctor landing at the same time 
would. By tho working of this law, the 
man who adds nothing to our wealth would 
be considered bettor fitted to say who 
should make laws to impose taxes, than 
the man who paid them. No law on this 
matter is worth a straw except it gives a 
freeholder a right to vote as soon as ho has 
bought his freehold, provided he has been 
long enough in the country to learn its 
wants. 

The bill is unequal by making a differ- 
ence in the value of qualifications in town 
md country. Twenty acres of hind at So 
m aero is worth S II III ; a town lot is sold by 
the government at §100. Then whore is the 
ubstnntial reason for raising tho qualifica- 
tion of a townsmen to §300 more than the 
owner of twenty acres of land? Tho lot 
may he unimproved, so may tho twenty 
lore farm. Then why give ono a voto and 
not tho other? Is it not electioneering 
tactics? W*0 insist that when freehold' 
iroperty is the basis, the value should he 
the same. Tho quostion may arise very 
proporly which is the best value to take, 
the annual or marketable value, of the quali- 
fication ? We give our voice for an annual 
value; for thereby town lots and small farms 
will be fenced, improved, and occupied ; 
whereas parties may purchase one or the 
other designedly for a vote, without inten- 
tion of improvement. The fairest way to 
find the value of a freehold to entitle the 
owner to a voto is an annual value, say £10. 
It renders property productive 

One elector should not have a greater 
voieo in choosing representatives than an- 
other ; but the bill now before the House 
allows as many \otes as there are districts. 
With nine electoral districts and a qualifi- 
cation in each, if the olection does not take 
plaeothe sanio day, simultaneously, thro'- 
out the whole Colony, the doctor having 
nine votes is equal to nine men ; for ho may 
visit each district and cast his vote. If the 
election is simultaneous Esquimau, Mct- 
oboson, Saanich, or Lake district, may be 
visited the same day ftftor easting a vote in 
Victoria, and one elector may cast five votes. 
Thus the inequality bosweon man and man 
is so great, and the power it gives the rich 
to control the elections is so contrary to 
equality, that a law so wrong in principle 
should never he allowed in tho statute hook.

shortly? coaso." The fulsomo adulation of 
the Governor, in this extract, speaks well for 
high-toned English paper, and is an index 
of the candour and independence of the 
Times. Besides it either shows a wilful 
disposition to slander Col. Moody or entire 
ignorance of the manner in which he has 
boon treated. Does not tho Times know 
Col. Moody has publicly announced that 
he is governed entirely by tho directions 
of His Excellency? Does ho not know that 
verbal instructions have been given and 
then afterwards denied? This being the 
case, who is responsible that nothing has 
been done? Why was it not done be- 
fore, knowing that it was "lethargic" ? Will 
our cotemporary answer, and tell the 
country at the same time whether a Gov- 
ernor is in his true place, by taking the 
Lands and Works " more under his inune- 
diato eoutrul ?" 

Snifi Burnt. — The ship Northern Eagle, 
from San Francisco, consigned tn S. Price 
& Co., arrived in Ksquimalt on Wednesday 
evening. She had on board 25 tons of bay 
for this place ; after discharging which she 
was bound for Pugot Sound to load with 
lumber for Melbourne. About two o'clock 
yesterday morning she caught fire. Admi- 
ral Bayncs sent several hundred men to her 
assistance, but all exertions were unavailing 
to stop the tire. She was run into shallow 
water near the residence of W. A. G. 
Young, Esq., and scuttled. Her masts 
were cut away, and were cbielly all that 
was saved froin her, as she burnt to tho 
water's edge. The crew were arrested on 
charge of setting her on fire, and confined 
on board the flanges. They were subse- 
quently liberated. The loss is variously 
estimated at from $100,000 to $150,000. 

"Fiat Justitia uuat Coemjm : — In our 
last issuo we said that lawyers wore enti- 
tled to vote as soon as they landed. This 
we find is a mistake ; so wo were wrong in 
charging this to tho Attorney General, and 
duly apologize. In scanning the qualifica- 
tions we observed that renters and free- 
holders were required to possess their prop- 
erty for six and twelve months prior to elec- 
tion, but no time was named in connection 
with lawyers.

BIRDS OF EAD OMEN. 

There have lately been seen hovering 
about Victoria and its environs some of 
Mother Carey's Chickens. One of tjioni, 
with a very long curvated bill, was seen 
on Bellovue island sometime previous to 
tho ominous occupation of it by the Amer- 
icans. 

It is also worthy of remark that at this 
early stage of tho season, two wild geese, 
(probably on a wild-goose chase) have been 
seen flying over, the "pons nssinorum" to- 
wards the new Assembly building which 
they tried in vain to reach. Their low 
flight enabled us to discover that the color 
of one was liny (a regular Hudson's Bay 
goose) of the hunter family. And what is 
very remarkable, is that one half of its bill 
was green and the other rose color: some- 
thing of the form of the small end of a horn, 
and really known as tho "franchise bill." 
The color of the other bird was white with 
a large transparent blue spoon bill; this 
may bp a Hudson's Bay goose also. An- 
other bird called the king-fisher offioialis, 
has made its appearance which denotes a 
bad state of atmosphere. And as it is of tho 
long bill genus, it is certain that while it 
remains here, tbero will be one moro long 
bill to provide for. 

It is to bo hoped however, that tho pre- 
mature appearance of theso birds fore- 
bodes no harm ; that the geese mav 
provo to bo swans ; that the King-fisher 
will migrate to its legitimate feeding- 
ground, tho swampy borders of Eraser or 
Salt river ; and that tho chickens, which 
were no doubt counted before they were 
hatched, will return at once to thoir homes, 
as the chances are that their maternal pa- 
rents are not aware of their being out on 
a pre-Carey-ous errand. 

1 think proper to state that the two birds 
declared to ho geese, are in reality a couple 
of canvass-backs according to the ideas of 
some folks : but I give the facts as I got 
them. If tho people think proper to make 
cocks o' the walk of them, for my part they 
are at perfect liberty to do so.

YALE SAW MILL/ 

Hill's Bar, Sept 14th. 

Eiutou British Colonist: — Wo have 
not an acre of land surveyed, nor a mile of 
trail made in tho colony" yet, and worse 
than that there is no sign of either. Miners 
begin to think the British Government 
wants to banish them, for they do ovory- 
thing to oppress them anil suffer them to bo 
oppressed, for they suffer and encourage 
the saw mill people here to charge $70 per 
thousand feet for lumber while the miners 
about Hope get theirs at §40 ; in fact it is 
well known they encourage Hope in every 
way and keep hack Yale. They gavo the 
Hope people all the money they asked 
to make a trail which will be closed in 
about two months until next May, but they 
would not given dollar to Yale for any im- 
provement : and they now encourage the 
saw mill to overcharge them, though the 
minors here take nut moro gold than most 
of the rest of the colony— and while ferry 
license and trading licenses of all sorts are 
collected all around ; the saw mill people 
here never pay a cent, it is said a cer- 
tain person in power has a finger in the pie. 
Give us a band nowthat the time for flumes 
and sluices is at hand, and help as over tho 
stile.
